A POLITICAL BOOMERANG 


The memories of the recent congres- 


sional election in the Ninth district con- 
tinues to ranklf the gubernatorial breast. 
In that campaign it will be recalled that 
Mr. Blaine said he would seek to have 
Judge Henry Graass impeached and re- 
moved from office because he became a 
candidate for congress.

HO know-, that by that time the 


hr.rni will have bfon done; and he thlr»ks that he 
is strong enough with the people of Wisconsin 
and with, the pconlc of the Ninth district so 


on the same income as individuals. 
If 


this is not- double taxation, what is it? 


Let us make a concrete showing. 
A, 


B and C own all the shares of an in cor- 
pora! ed company, which at the end of the 
year produces a net income of $10.000. 
The state levies a tax on this income. 
Who pays the tax? 
The owners of the 


uompauy. A, and B. pay it. of course. The 
net income of $10.000 belongs to A, B 
and C but they can take personal posses- 
sion of it only by. the formality of declar- 
ing a dividend. Bear in mind they have al- 
ready paid an inconie tax on their earn- 
ings in their corporate capacity. 
The 


moment they transfer the earnings from a 
corporation proper to themselves as indi- 
viduals, the state; under Mr. Elaine's pro- 
posal steps in and taxes them again on 
the same identical income. In other 
words, they would pay an income tax-for 
making the profit and a second inconie tax 
for taking the profit. 
Whether thcse'""- 


shareholders number three or three hun- 
dred makes no difference, the principle is 
the same. 


We do not know anything that would 


demoralize industry and business in Wis- 
consin as this scheme to place a double 
penalty on profitable enterprise. 
Aside 


from its economic unsouuduess. it cannot 
possibly be made to square with the gov- 
ernor's claim to justice and fair-dealing 
in the affairs of government. Dividends 
from domestic corporations arc exempt 
from taxation in Wisconsin for the very 
complete reason that the tax on them is 
paid by the corporation. 
They should 


continue to be exempt as to the individ- 
uals. 
If the legislature is disposed to 


follow the governor into this capital-bait- 
ing trail, let it stop and ask itself if it 
would tax a farmers' cooperative enter- 
prise, that might incorporate on the pro- 
fits it made for its members and then 
taxed the members for taking the profits? 


3Ir. Elaine's idea seems to be that pro- 


ductive enterprise should be taxed more 
heavily. He thinks property is overtaxed 
and incomes are undertaxed. He may be 
right, but his desire to double-tax divi- 
dends does not prove this. He also over- 
looked two important facts. 
One is that 


income taxes are all passed directly to the 
consumer so that an increase in tax means 
cither an increase in the cost of living or 
an. overhead increase that cannot meet 
outside competition. 
The other is that 


property taxes, which the governor finds 
are high, arc high because of local extra- 
vagances or mismanagement. 
Property 


taxes are chiefly county and municipal, 
and have little to do with the problem he 
raises. The best way to reduce property 
taxes is to introduce economy and busi- 
ness administration in city and county 
government. 
Still, it is true that prop- 


erty taxes are passed on to the consum- 
er in far less degree than income taxes, 
and must always be made a basis of local 
taxation. 
The relative merit of proper- 


ty and income taxation is a subject on 
which few will agree. We do not see that 
Governor Blainc has clarified the ques- 
tion. 
On the contrary, we think he has 


added to the confusion and conflicts 
surrounding it unless class prejudice is 
to prevail. 


Mr. Blaine renews his recommenda- 


tions for repeal of the so-called secrecy 
clause in the income tax law. but with no 
better logic than in his previous utteranc- 
es. 
However, we expect, the legisla- 


ture to do his bidding and let the state 
take the consequences. 


that ho cun think up some excuse for not im- 
poaching Judge Graasp after the election takes 
place, because he knows that ho cannot have 
Judge Uraass impeached tor carrying out his 
oath of office by supporting the constitution of 
the United States. 
Do not forget this! How- 


ever the election goes, remember Uiat the Gov- 
crnor says that Judge Graass should be and that 
he would attempt to have him impeached. It 
can't bo done. The governor knows U. 


The governor simply was talking for 


effect. lie was playing politics. He was 
out to win an election, by fair means or 
otherwise. Because sane thinking people 
saw through and exposed his insincerity 
he cannot forget the episode. 
To ap- 


pease his wounded dignity he would now 
make it a felony for a judge in Wiscon- 
sin to run for*a federal office. 
Wonder- 


ful ! Such a law would, be of exactly the 
same force and worth as the constitution- 
al provision on which the governor pirn 
his faith and virtue, namely nothing. It 
is just more talk. 
Some day Governor 


Blainc may learn that the federal con- 
stitution takes precedence over state con- 
stitutions. 
However that may be, it' 


would take a great niany more years of 
"progressive" government than he will 
ever live to see before the courts of a 
state will be permitted to remove or im- 
prison an American citizen for exercising 
his rights under the constitution of the 
United States.

A Few Observations 


MACHINISTS' BOILS 


Machinist? whose hands and arms are much ex- 


posed to cutting mixtures and lubricants frequently 
suffer with festers and boils, sometimes over half of 
tho workers in a given plant being so affected. Of 
course the chief cause is infection passed from man 
to man, cither through personal contact or by the 
medium of circulating oil or cutting mixture. 


Installations provided in h-ome plants to sterilize 


tho oil and cutting mixture to ha\e greatly reduced 
the prevalence oC boils, while in other plants s.uch 
installations have given little benefit. 


Minute particles oC metal in the rutting mixture 


have been considered responsible for minute abra-j 
sions of the skin of hands and arms, through 
which the pus producing germs contributed by boils 
or festers on the hands of a few workers' gain en- 
trance and set up boils or festers on tho hands and 
arms of the many. Attempts havo boon made to 
remove these metallic particles by magnet, but 
without much benefit. 


No machinist with festering or suppurating 1e- 


sio/is of the skin of hands or arms should lie per-1 
milled, to work in close proximity to other men,' 
he should lay off until he ccas.cs to be a menace 
to his associates. 


Every trifling abrasion, cut or puncture OL thr 


skin of a, machinist in a plant should be imm^diat- 
ly swabbed with tincture of iodine and covered 
with a protective dressing of some kind, to prevent 
festering mid suppuration. 


On coming to work, morning and afternoon, men 


should be required to scrub the hands and arms 
thoroughly with hot water and a hoft soap or liquid 
soap and sawdust mixture, and, after drying the 
skin thoroughly with a clean towel, rub in some 
lanolin or lanolin and castor oil mixed. 
This, is 


a fairly good protection for tho hkiu agauiht the 
drying effect of the cutting mixture and lubricating 
oils. The officers of the Vnited States public health 
service, Washington, D. C., investigated this trouble 
in a number of plants and found that whon some 
such rountine care and practice was followed, un- 
der strict inspection of foremen, that the trouble 
from boils and feslors disappeared in a short time. 
Cleanliness pays, even in dirty work. 


Men who get such boilh or fostrrs on tho hips 


and thighs hhould wear aprons impervious to tho 
oil. 


The drying effect of lubricating oil upon tho skin 


is well known to every workman who handles oil 
much. The careful washing of the hkin. and J rub- 
bing i" of some lanolin or lanolin and ra>tor oil 
(equal parts) before each work period affords con- 
siderable protection and koejis the skin in a better 
condition.

It has been discovered, however, 


that if the present voltage fluctua- 
tion could be increased 25 times, then 
the same wires" would be able to car- 
ry about 10 times their present max- 
imum load without any added expense 
except, of course, the actual genera- 
tion of the current. The problem of 
voltage fluctuation has been solved by 
an automatic regulator which can be 
installed in the home of the consumer. 
The additional load which the wires 
will thus bo able to carry can be used 
for heating purposes, and the power 
should cost 'the eons'umer not more 
than 1 cent per kilowatt hour. 


With power :it such a price, it is 


figured that a hous>c could be heated 
at about what il would 
cost, to use 


coal at $2.50 or $3 a ton, or approxi- 
mntely one-fifth of the present cost. 


Inside the houses no change would 


as a rule, be needed in the present 
wiring. The amount of coal used for 
hou.su heating i« less than one ton 
to the room a season. This it, equiva- 
lent, to sin average oC ISO watts to the 
room during th<; winter' months, an 
amount which can bo taken off any 
lamp bockct. thanks to (ho foresight 
of the. fire insurance companies, who 
have refused to permit 'the use of 
any wire smaller than the size which 
will safely carry 1,000 watta at the 
voltage proposed.

Feeling ran high at the Thursday afternoon session of the Wisconsin 


Master Builders association convention in Lawrence Memorial chapel during 
the closing stages and following the debate between Senator H. A. Huber, 
Stoughton, author of the Huber Unemployment Compensation Insurance btU, 
and F. H. Clausen of Horicon, president of the VanBrunt Manufacturing Co.. 
on ihe desirability of the bill as a state law. 


Senator Huber had come and spoken by invitation, and members of the 


association listened to his address attentively and courteously and applauded 
quite magnanimously at the close of it. They could not repress their applause, 
however, when Mr. Clausen was introduced. Their enthusiasm waxedSiigher 
and higher during the course of his addlress which was repeatedly punctured 
with applause. When the speaker finished, the members all but rose to their 
feet and cheered. 


RESENT INTRUSION 


But whsn Professor Allen B. Forsberg of Carroll college, secretary of the 


Wisconsin Association for the Prevention of Unemployment, spoke, caustical- 
ly in rebuttal to Mr. Clausen's address, there ran through the audience the 
•whispered question, "How comes this man here?" He had no sooner finished, 
when a half dozen master builders, leaped to their feet and leashed the profes- 
sor for intruding upon the convention and said that they, as practical men, 
did not propose to listen to a crass theorist. That the legislature was dom- 
inated hy a group of dreamers and blind theorists, was further charged. 


The young professor had charged during his address that poor manage- 


ment on the part of the employer was the cause of much unemployment and 
that such a law as proposed by Stats Senator Huber would act as a check on 
^poor management. "This bill is a challenge to the management of you men," 
he declared. When he was rebuked for this remark, which members consid- 
ered insolent, he apologized to the convention saying he had no intention to 
criticize their executive ability. 


The entire matter was peremptorily disposed "of with a motion expressing 


utter disapproval of the Huber Unemployment Insurance bill, which was car- 
ried unanimously. The debate was won by Mr. Clausen, as far as the master 
builders are concerned, although Professor Forsberg is believed to have helped
